TO THE 


Citizens of Belknap County. 


In compliance with the law of the State, we submit our annual report, 
in connection with the report of the Superintendent of the County Farm, 
Treasurer, Clerk ot the Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, Jailer, Physician and Aud- 
jtors. 

Owing to the change in the pauper law, by our last» Legislature, the 
expenses of the County poor, not at the County Farm, have been larger 
during the past year than heretofore. It was suggested in the Jast annual 
report, that the County would be nearly, or quite, out of debt, in another 
year. We are pleased to report that such is the case. It will be observed 
by referring to the ‘Treasurer’s report, that the County is in debt the nom- 
inal sum of about fifty-three dollars. Itit had not been for the unlooked 
for expenses in the Samon tragedy, which has cost the County nearly six- 
teen hundred dollars, we should have been able to report a handsome sum 
in the treasury, 

The Superintendent and Matron of the County Farm, Mr. and Mrs. 
Clark, have managed the affaus of the insutution with efficiency and faith- 
fulness. We consider it fortunate, not only for the inmates of the house, 
but for the tax-payers of the County, that we have been able to secure the 
services of Mr. and Mrs. Clark the coming year. While the Superintend- 
ent has provided Jiberally for those under his charge, he has at the same 
time used discretion and economy in the purchase of supplies, and has 
shown careful regard for the interest of the County. The Matron devotes 
herself, with untiring diligence, to the welfare of the inmates, and though 
guiding them with firmness, listens to their petty trials, with words of sym- 
pathy and kindness. The order and neatness observed in every depart- 
ment, add much to the comfort and healthfulness of the occupan ‘Tbere 
are, doubtless, many now receiving aid from the County, who would improve 
their condition by availing themselves of the home provided for the unfor- 
tunate. 

The County House should not be considered as a place of punishment, 
but as a comfortable home, furnished by the charity of the people.

County Solicitor’s feport. 


At the beginning of my term there were three cases upon the State 
docket, none of which have been disposed of; one, because the whereabouts 
of the respondent has not been known since the indictment was found; the 
others on account of inability to find the witness who appeared and testified 
before the Grand Jury. 

During the year seventeen indictments have been found by the Grand 
Jury for the following crimes: Aggravated assault, 1; arson, 3; assault, 
with intent to kill, 1; breaking, entering and committing an assault, 1; 
false pretenses, I; murder, 3; selling liquor, 7. 

These indictments have all been disposed of but one, in which the court 
granted a continuance. 

‘All but four of respondents have been disposed of upon pleas acknowl- 
edging guilt; one ot these has been tried by jury and convicted; two indict- 
ments have been zo/ prossed—one because of a former conviction for the 
same offense; the other on account of a technical error in the indictment. 
Five of the indictments were against Thomas Samon, all of which were dis- 
posed of by his pleading guilty to the indictment charging him with the 
murder of James Kuddy.
